bis Houſes of Parliament, in all important Mat- 


ters, is the Government I own, am Born un- 


der, and am obliged to. It ever there ſhould 
bappen in future Ages (which God forbid) a 
King Governing by an Army. without his Par- 
liament, tis a Government I own not, am not 
obliged to, nor was Born under. According 
to this Principle, every honeſt Man that holds 


it, muſt endeavour equally to preferve tue 
Frame of the Government in all the Parts f 
it, and cannot ſatisfy his Conſcience to give, 


up the Lords-Houſe for the Service of the 

Crown, or to take away the juſt rights and 
Privileges of the Houſe of Commons to pleaſe 
the Lords. But there is another Principle got 
into the World, my Lords, that hath not been 
long there: For Arch-Biſhop Laud was the 
firſt Author of it I remember; and I can- 
not find, that the Jeſuites, or the Popiſh 

Clergy have ever ond it, but ſome of the 
Epiſcopal Divines of our Britiſh Iſles z and tis 
withal, as tis now, ſo the moſt dangerous de- 
ſtructive Doctrine to our Government and Law 
that ever was. Tis the firſt of the Canons pub- 
liſhed by the Convocation in 1640, That 
Monarchy is of Divine Right. This Doctrine 
was then preach'd up, and maintain'd by $yb= 
thorp, Manwartyng,and others; and of later years 
by a Book oublih'd by Biſhop Sanderſon, undet 
the Name of Arch-Biſhop Oſher ; and how 
mach it ſpread amongſt our Dignified Clergy, 


is very ealily known. We all agree, T the 


Ning 
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King and his Government 1540 be obey d for Con- 
ſcience ſale; and hat ibe Divine trecepts re- 
quire net only here, Lut in all parts ot the 
orld, Obedience to lawjul Governours : But 
that ibis Family are our Kings, and this parts: 
cular Frame b enen is our Lamful Conſti- 
#wtion ,and obliges us, is owing only to the partj- 
cular Laws of our Country. This Laudean Do- 
 GErine was the Root that produced the 5. of 
Teſt laſt Seſſiont, and fome very perplexed 
Oaths that are of the ſame Nature with that, 
and impoſed by ſeveral Ads this Parliament. 
In a word, if this Doctrine be true, our Magna
